Explosion Kills Eight Men Near 
Kingston 

Kingston, June 2.—Eight men killed 
and six others injured was the awfal 
toll of a premature blast explosion 
ata Canadian Northern Railway con- 
struction camp at Lake Opinicon on 
Saturday afternoon, There were 
eighteen men in the rock cut at the 
time of the explosion. Only two of 
the number escaped without serious 
injury. This afternoon six of the in- 
jured arrived at the General Hospital, 
and some of them may die, as the ma- 
jority have broken arms or legs and 
internal injuries. 

The eighteen men were in the cut, 
while Mr. Northup, the foreman, was 
reparing the blast, assisted by a 

yumanian. There was a. terrific ex- 
plosion, and a great mass of earth 
shot up into the air, burying the men. 
The explosion blew the foreman to 
pieces, and only one of his hands with 
a glove on it and remnants of his 
clothing have since been found, The 
Roumanian who stood by him was 
blown quite-a distance and his body 
hurled against a rock. Five other 
Roumanians were also instantly killed. 
One other died a quarter of an hour 
after he was pulled out, while six-ad- 
ditional were released with terrible 
injuries.

Palpitation of the heart is a dis- 
treseing and common trouble, often 
giving rise to fears of heart discase, 
thus making the complaint worse 
than it really is. One of the symp- 
toms of palpitation and heart trou- 
ble generally is the fact of a person 
becoming aware of the beating of 
his own heart. We ought really to 
be entirely unconscious of this 
function, and conscjousness of it 
shows us that something is wrong. 
Undue beating is usually a func- 
tional disorder, although in some 
cases it ia a sign of organic trou- 
ble, and a doctor should be con- 
sulted. The distinction between 
the two, however, is not difficult to 
detect. Palpitation, the functional 
irregularity, is intermittent and 
wadten in its attacks, while the or- 
ganic disease is usually continuous. 
Then again, exercise relieves palpi- 
tation in the one case, while it 
tends to increase the trouble in the 
other, Palpitation of the heart is 
much more common in women than 
in men, and is found mostly in ner- 
vous subjects. The best plan, 
therefore, in treatment of the com- 
plaint is to attend to the nervous 
system. The symptoms of palpita- 
tion are chiefly an irregular pulse.

THE BAHAMAS.

Looking Forward to Annexation to 
Our Dominion. 


An article copied in this paper 
with regard to the aspirations of 
the Bahamas as to become a prov- 
ince of Canada suggests the ques- 
tion that occurred to many, why it 
was that the Bahamas, which have 
expressed themselves so favorable 
to political union’ with the Domin- 
ion, were not represented at the 
trade conference at Ottawa, which 
has resulted in a reciprocity agree- 
ment between the West Indian Is- 
lands and the Dominion. A glance 
at a map suggests an explanation. 
The islands that sent representa- 
tives to Ottawa belong exclusively 
to the Windward and Leeward 
groups, with Trinidad and the 
mainland colony of British Guinea 
added. The Bahamas lie far to the 
north and west of those islands. 
They have no commercial connection 
with them and their problems are 
altogether different. They are not 
interested in sugar and cocoa, and 
think more of the fruit trade and 
of the winter tourist trafic. Their 
attitude, as we should gather from 
the accounts that have reached us 
of the enthusiastic colonization 
movement, is that they want free 
trade with Canada, not in a few ar- 
ticles only, most of which do not 
particularly interest them, but in 
everything, and believe that this 
can only be obtained by that abso-

SPRAINS. 


A sprain resiits when a joint or 
a muscle is wrenched se violently 
that the ligaments or tendons ar 
torn or even etretched. 

The word strain is used to de- 
scribe injuries so slight that al- 
though there is pain and stiffness. 
there is no swelling. Such injuries 
are treated by tight bandaging or 
‘“‘strapping'’—to the end that the 
parts may have rest and support 
while recovering. The word sprain 
always describes injuries that are 
accompanied by swelling, which is 
caused by bleeding into the tissues, 
and which may be cither simple or 
complicated. A simple sprain is 
marked by pain, tenderness, loss 
of power and ewelling, and a com- 
plicated sprain by more serious 
trouble, such as torn cartilage or 
broken bone. 

Proper treatment of a sprain var- 
ies with the extent of the mischief, 
but there are certain things that 
must always be done. Bleeding into 
the tissues must be checked, in- 
flammation prevented as far as pos- 
sible; pain relieved; absorption 
promoted; the torn ligaments re- 
paired, and the joint restored to a 
condition in which it can perform 
its work properly. 

It has been said that elight 
sprains need little treatment, but a 
great deal of care; for @ sprain 
that is so slight as to be almost un- 
noticed is often followed by struc- 
tural changes in the joint. A 
sprained joint should be tightly 
bandaged at once, and the flow of 
blood into the tissues should be 
checked by means of cold applica- 
tions. 

A little later there is nothing so 
useful as proper massage to pro- 
mote absorption and restore power 
to the joint. If the injury is to a 
leg, the patient should be put to 
; if to an arm, he should use a 
sling. However slight the injury 
may appear, the part must have 
rest if it is to get well.—Youth’s 
companion,

The report points out that ‘in no 
case did the crops receive more at- 
tention than would be given to 
growing mangolds or swedes by a 
farmer of ordinary skill. In no 
case was subsoiling carried out, a 
practice which on the Continent is 
regarded as indispensable. It is 
therefore significant to learn that 
the average yield of sugar beets in 
Prussia did not exceed six tons an 
acre, a figure only slightly in ex- 
cess of the yields obtained at the 
Devon or Essex stations, 
have been characterized as failures 
in view of the better results ob- 
tained at the other stations.’’ 

The venture of course has still to 
be regarded as experimental. It 
has been proved beyond question 
that sugar beets will grow in Eng- 
land as well as on the continent.

WORLD’S BIGGEST STONES. 
Syrian Temple Has One Seventy 


Probably the largest stones ever 
used in any building are seen in the 
western wa!l of the great temple of 
| Baalbek, in Syria, and the problem 
is still unsolved as to the methods 
used in conveying them from the 
quarries and of placing them 
The quarries from which 
these blocks were undoubtedly cut 
can be seen about half a mile to the 
south-west Of the temple.

The only notion he could get 
from them of a difference between 
a live and a dead person was that 
the dead do not breathe. 

He infers that they are immea- 
surably inferior to the paleolithic 
man of Europe, who fashioned tools 
and hunted big game with his flint- 
tipped arrow and knife. The words 
they know are almost as few aa the 
ideas they try to express—Scientific 
American.

DEEP WATERS. 


Inhabited by Strange Fishes That 
Never Come to the Surface. 


It is not easy to realize that there 
are chasms in the sea as deep as the 
Himalayas are high. In the Carib- 
bean Sea south of Cuba is a depres- 
sion a hundred and fifty miles in 
length that has a depth of more 
than twelve thousand feet. Still 
farther south is a smaller cleft, 
f| more than twenty thousand feet 
deep. These lower waters are in- 
habited by strange fishes that never 
come to the surface. What must be 
some of the conditions of their life 
is conjectured by Mr. P. L. Lowe in 
“A Naturalist on Desert Islands.’’ 

The creatures of these nether- 
most depths brood forever in the 
appalling silence of uttermost 
night; preying one upon another in 
constant carnivorous strife; living 
under a pressure that is almost 
inconceivable, and in a temperature 
so low that it actually seems to defy 
the possibility of organic life. 

Every hour of their life, ever day, 
every year, is passed in the same 
stagnation of hideous changeless- 
mess, under circumstances of . al- 
most absolute uniformity. For them 
there is no night; there are no sea- 
sons; there is no sun, no moon. 
There are no changes from warmth 
to cold, or from cold to warmth. 
We cannot even conceive that there 
is anything in the nature of sound. 
There is absolutely nothing to mark 
the flight of time. 

Perhaps it is not strictly correct 
to speak of absolute darkness, since 
many deep-sea fish are phosphores, 
cent, and are provided with the 
most. wonderful luminous contriv- 
ances by which they are enabled 
to project rays of a feeble light in 
front of them, for the purpose of 
groping their way about or captur- 
ing prey. But this light cannot 
have much carrying power, beyond 
the immediate vicinity of the fish it-

We can 
calculate, but only feebly conceive, 
what the pressure must be at the 
bottom of these Caribbean abysses. 

Take again the question of light. 
Photographic plates, let down be- 
neath the surface of Lake Geneva, 
showed that at a depth of five hun- 
dred and ten feet the effect on the 
plates was no more than that which 
would be produced on a dark, 
moonless night. Similar results in 
the Mediterranean, whose waters 
are unusually clear, were reached 
at a depth of twelve hundred feet; 
so that we may conclude that in 
general, at any depth below this a 
profourd darkness exists. This 
complete absence of sunlight at 
once puts out of account the possi- 
bility of plant life. And this all- 
important factor in the economy of 
all animal life, human or otherwise, 
at once raises the question, How do 
deep-sea animals ultimately live?

Two. Italians Make an Extraordi- 
nary Trip, Descending One 
Thousand Feet. 


The London Chronicle’s Milan 
correspondent sends the following 
despatch : 

“Prof. Mallada, of the Royal Ob- 
servatory at Mount. Vesuvius, -ac- 
complished recently the extraordi- 
nary feat of descending the depths 
of the crater of the volcano. Since 
the awful eruption of six years ago, 
numberless attempts have been 
but in vain, owing partly to the 
penetrate the funnel of Vesuvius, 
but in vain, owing peartly to the 
precipitous nature of the slopes wi 
cause of the dense and deadly va- 
pors of sulphur and chloric acid 
gases. . 

‘The actual diameter of the cra- 
ter is about 550 yards. Prof. Mal- 
lada, accompanied by an able young 
expert attached to the observatory, 
started at eight o’clock in the morn- 
ing toward the Pompeii side, taking 
a quantity of scientific instruments 
for observation purposes, photogra- 
phic cameras, a couple of stout 
ropes, one 350 feet and the other 
500 feet in length. 


LOWERED BY ROPES. 


‘Using the long rope for the first 
part of the descent, they were low- 
ered inside the volcano to a depth 
of 380 feet, till they landed upon 
huge crags of lava overhanging an- 
other horrid abyss 150 feet lower 
down. After exploring this peril- 
ous slope of 90 degrees, amid gigan- 
tic masses of petrified lava, they 
found the means to fix the second 
rope, whereby they were able to 
reach an enormous fissure created 
some years ago, when the volcano 
was suddenly torn asunder. The 
explorers discovered that this huge 
fissure extends to the very bottom 
of the crater, which was finally 
reached at a depth of 1,000 feet. 
There they remained a couple of 
hours.

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Report Shows That. Conditions on the 
Whole are Very Satisfactory 


A despatch from Winnipeg says: 
The second fortnightly report, 

ublished by The Free fren on 

hursday, covers 215 points in the 
three western Provinces and shows 
that conditions on the whole are de- 
cidedly satisfactory. One hundred 
and forty-six points report condi- 
tions excellent, 59 report good and 
only 10 report conditions poor. 
Wheat seeding was generally com- 
pleted by May 20, and it is esti- 
mated but 5 per cent. of the wheat 
acreage was not seeded owing to 
wet weather. This will still be 
used for coarse grains. In many 
places wheat is now up from three 
to six inches. 

Only 27 points reported the acre- 
age for wheat actually curtailed by 
wet weather, and the percentages 
were small. Still there are a suffi- 
cient number of these acreages to 
reduce the tentative estimate of the 
last report by 5 per cent. This 
would bring the total area in wheat 
to 11,542,500 acres. 

The least satisfactory feature of 
the whole report is the large

WHY BAD EGGS! 

During the warm weather there 
are many bad eggs placed on the 
market. These bad eggs may be 
dirty, incubated, shrunken or held, 
rotten or moldy and bad flavored. 

Some of the causes of dirty eggs 
are unsanitary conditions about the 
poultry house; lack of litter in the 
house; an insufficient number of 
nests; small nests; poor nesting 
material; allowing hens to roost on 
nests, and not gathering eggs often 
enough. The few dirty eggs that 
are produced should be consumed 
at home and not. washed and sold. 

With these faults corrected the 
number of broken eggs would be 
lowered, for some of the above con. 
ditions result in both dirty and 
broken eggs. The cause of some of 
the breakage, however, is the lack 
of mineral matter for the eggshell. 
Oyster shells or bone will furnish 
this mineral matter for the produc- 
tion of thicker shelled eggs. 

Egg producers should take suffici- 
ent pride in their product to give 
it proper care from the time it is 
laid until it is marketed. Subse- 
quent handlers should exercise a 
similar precaution. Careful atten- 
tion to these important points 
would materially lessen the losses 
enumerated above and would add 
to the pleasure of producing and of 
consuming this important food. 
Eggs may be a delicacy or only an 
ordinary, or even inferior, materi- 
al for food purposes, depending 
very largely upon the way they aro 
handled by producer, middleman 
and consumer.

KNELL OF OLD MILK PAIL. 


A wonderful system of ventila- 
tion has been devised for dairies, 
and its general adoption by all 
farmers who apply intelligence and 
scientific methods to their ventures 
proves its merit. But pure air alone 
is not sufficient for the cow barn. 
No dust must be permitted to ac- 
cumulate, the barns should be kept 
in perfect sanitary form and the 
animal must be subjected to fre- 
quent cleaning operations. Scien- 
tists have sounded the knell of the 
old-fashioned milk pail with its flar- 
ing edges. The small-topped pail 
is in favor. It offers less of an open- 
ing for bacteria that may fall into 
the milk during the process of milk- 
ing. 

Some, bacteria invariably are 
found in milk. The laboratory 
shows, however, that these germs 
are beneficial rather than injurious 
to the human consumers. But the 
presence of bacteria directly trace- 
able to filth and unsanitary condi- 
tions is at once a source of danger 
and a signal for medica] warfare on 
the undesirable dairy. 

‘‘Keep the cow stable as neat and 
as clean as the kitchen,”’ is the slo- 
gan of the most progressive dairy- 
men. .They are in the ascendency. 
The careless, old-fashioned dairy- 
man sees plainly the handwriting 
on the wall. 


HINTS FOR THE FARMER. 


Treat the herd boar with kind- 
ness and also with considerable 
caution. 

Do not allow the cows to dry up 
during the latter part of summer, 
as this necessitates keeping them 
through winter giving a uate flow 
of milk than they should. 

A little oil of pennyroyal or oil 
of cloves will drive flies away from 
the stable. 

At any season, when the horse 
has become excessively warm he 
should be cooled off gradually. 

Don’t change the collar from one 
horse to another. 

Cultivate a cheerful tone 
speaking to your horse. 

It does not pay to feed and care 
for inferior horses on the farm. 

Warm skim milk for feeding pur- 
poses soon pays the cost of a farm 
separator. 

A cow’s value is determined by 
the solids in her milk. 


TREATMENT OF LIVE STOCK. 


Horses and, in fact. ali domestic 
animals are very mich more im- 
pressionable than they are gener 
ally supposed to be. Cattle which 
have had a kind master, a man of 
gentle but firm nature, show the 
effect of their associations as a 
breed or strain. Years of good 
treatment not only make an im- 
pression on the individuals, but are 
impressed with such force as to be- 
come a breed characteristic. In 
short, a keen judge can tell pretty 
nearly what sort of association a 
horse has had by his temperament. 

The importance of creating a 
good temperament in a trotting or 
pacing horse should not be under- 
rated. The horse with a good tem- 
perament will do more work and do 
it better than one which haa not 
a well balanced temperament.

Siberian Fugitive to be Brought 
to Canada’ 


Through the agency of a newspaper 
article William Schkolnik, a Russian 
living at Trenton, has obtained a clue 
to the whereabouts of his sister, Manya 
Schkolnik, who recently escaped from 
a Siberian prison after being confined 
there for ten years. Schkolnik, who 
is known. in Trenton as Suckloss, an 
Anglicized version of his name, came 
to Canada with two brothers when 
their sister was arrested on a charge 
of belonging to a Terrorist organiza- 
tion and sentenced to spend the rest 
of her life at Maltchesky prison, sev- 
eral weeks’ journey south of Irkutsk, 
and not far from the Chinese frontier. 
He learned that the unfortunate 
young woman, now only twenty-seven 

ears of age, had succeeded in —_— 

er escape, and at once began to see 
her for the purpose of bringing her to 
a secure refuge in his own home. “She 
has been located in London, Eng., and 
will come to Canada shortly.

Lesson XJ. Christ's Witness to 
Golden Text, Luke 7. 2. 


Verse 2. Verse 1, which is not a 
part of our leason passage, reads, 
‘‘And it came to pass when Jesus 
had finished comanding his twelve 
disciples, he depart thence to 
teach and preach in their cities.”’ 
Following the best harmonies of the 
Gospels we must insert at this point 
in the narrative the incidents of the 
healing of the centurion’s servant 
and the raising of the widow's son 
at Nain (Luke 7. 1-17). Both inci- 
dents belong to the preaching tour 
referred to in the verse just quoted. 

News of the marvelous works of 
the Christ reached John the Bap- 
tist in his prison at Machaerus, on 
the upper end of the Dead Bea, 
where an imposing castle served the 
double purpose of palace and dun- 
geon.

four feet six inches above the road 
level. 

When the box has been purchased | 
and properly erected on the post there 
is no further cost to the patron.

MORE ANY>RETTER POTATOES. 

It is common belief that if we 
purchase a variety of potatwes from 
a seedsman that we have secured 
just one varicty. This is true in a 
measure. If the seedseman is reli- 
able, he will send potatoes that are 
uniform in color, depth of eyes, 
earliness of maturing, and other 
qualities. But unless these parti- 
cular potatoes have been pedigreed, 
then we have not received one 
thing, but many, writes Professor 
L. R. Waldron. 

The farmer can demonstrate this 
fact to his own satisfaction. At dig- 
ging time let him lay off a portion 
of a row containing 100 hills. In 


lorder to show this each hill must 


have come from only one piece of 
seed. 

The 100 hills are dug and the 
tubers of each hill are kept by 
themselves on top of the hill. The 
products of the 100 hills are now 
ready to be studied.

SHIPS DON’T STRAY. 


_ Nowadays, as, for that matter, 
from time out of mind, ships do not) 
atray off certain well defined lanes 
unless driven to do so. by unprece- 
dentedly severe weather.

GOVERNED BY ICE DRIFT.

eas as far south as the latitude of 
Cape Hatteras to a point about 40 
degrees west longitude, not very far 
from the Azores. That is to aay,

, Years ago skippers discov- 
ered this, and when \ransatlantic 
travel began to assume the propor- 
tions of an industry, the custom

lantic, depending upon the presence 


of ice. * 
NORTH AND SOUTH LANES. 
The northern or short lane is fol- 
lowed late in the year, after all the 
Greenland floes and bergs have 
drifted down and disintegrated in 
the warmer southern waters; the 
southern or long course is that fol- 
lowed the greater portion of the 
year, when the presence of ice is a 
constant menace to navigation. 
There is not a great deal of latitu- 
dinal difference between the two, 
and there is no attempt to get 
wholly below the limit of the ice) 
drift. for that would involve an im- 
ible and really futile detour; 
ut the southern course was. always 
' ed as absolutely safe until 
the disaster to the Titanic. It will 
be interesting to see if this mishap} 
eauses the steamship companies to 
agree on a more southerly route 
yet. : ; 
For one of the most interesting 


facts about the ocean lanes is their

OTHER THOROUGHFARES. 


Other ocean lanes are not so com- 
plicated as the transatlantic path | 
to northern Europe. They depend 
simply upon getting from one point 
to another in as near a straight line | 
as possible, with the ordinary pre-| 
cautions against reefs and shoals | 


or intervening land masses. A mas-| 


ter who sets out from New York for | 


the Mediterranean knows that he! 
must bear southwards to about 36, 
degrees north lattitude, and then! 


bear up for the Straits of Gibraltar. | 


_ Because they act so gently (no 
purging or griping) yet so 
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mlays, when the ocean lanes are 50 
much greater in number, so incom- 
parably more far-flung in character, 
the same general conditions hold 
good on the grander scale that has 
been assumed, The waters of the 
world—or that portion of it which is 
to any extent inhabited—are criss- 
crossed in every direction by in- 
numerable paths followed by ves- 
gels, both sail and steam; but it is 
possible to find wide areas in which 
a sail or steamship’s smoke are not 
sighted for months on end. What 
vessel blown into the middle of the 
vast tract in the South Atlantic, 
roughly delimited by the routes 
followed by vessels from North 
American ports to Gibraltar, and 
by the course of ships from the 

uth American ports bound for 
Europe, would have any logical 
hope of assistance? 

THE OCEAN GRAVEYARD. 

True, stray ships from Vera Cruz, 
Mazatland, and the Gulf ports of 
Mexico and Central America occa- 
sionally cross this desert waste of 
waters on voyages to Cadiz, Barce- 
lona, or other Iberian parts; but 
they are few and far between, and 
unless compelled to do so by na- 
ture, they seldom or never deviate 
from a hairline course from coast 
to coast. One might be dismasted 
or disabled in this desert of waters, 
without any help within hundreds 
of miles of one for more than a year 
perhaps. In the middle of it lies 
the Sargasso Sea, that vague, mys- 
terious, wilderness of clinging sea- 
weed, a haven of sinister romance, 
the graveyard of a myriad of good- 
ly ships. 

All mariners in distress dread this 
wide patch of lonely sea. They 
know the fate that would inevitably 


in supplies, its boats smashed or 
washed away, that drifted in the 
trough of the waves,, which active 
keels do not furrow. They know 
that they would stand no more 
chance of rescue than if they were 
caught in the Antarctic ice.

The Methods Employed Are Very 
Strange. 


The season for gathering the figs 
in Italy joins hands in October with 
the vintage; but it really begins in 
August, owing te a curious system 
of culture. 

Early in August the fig gatherers 
squirm through the twisting branch- 
es from tree-top to tree-top and 
‘oil the fruit.’’ These fig people 
are nomadic; they appear and dis- 
appear like the wandering harves- 
ters of France. Late in July the 
masserie are rented to them, a 
stated sum being paid to the pro- 
prietor, a payment that gives to 
the fig gatherers the right to all the 
fruit, beginning with the figs and 
nding with the last cluster of 
rapes. 

Rude huts thatched with straw 
are built by tke proprietor in all his 
orchards, and in these the gypsylike 
harvesters live with t«*4r families. 
Sometimes they supplemene Cheir 
narrow quarters with a ragged tent. 
Three sticks placed crosswise and a 
kettle in the crotch constitute the 
kitchen. 

Shortly after their arrival the 
work of forcing the fruit is begun. 
The methods employed are curious. 
In one a wad of cotton is dipped in 
olive oil and gently rubbed on the 
flower end of the fig. Fig by fig is 
thus treated, and in eight days the 
fruit is ready for the market. 

Another method consists in gath-

fruit, which is strung on ropes. 
These ropes or garlands are thrown 
over the branches of the tree and 
are allowed to decay under the 
burning sun. There is born of this 
decay an insect that pierces the

The hill that produced one or two 
large and several] small ones, is a 
| common feature of potato fields. 


| The hill that bore three or four 
good-sized tubers is the one to fast- 
jen our eyes on, That is the hill that 
‘has ability and the one that we 
ishould get next to. 

We will assume that we have 
three tubers to every hill and that 
the total weight of the three tubers 
is 14% pounds. There is nothing 
absurd in this, for often an indi- 
vidual tuber will weigh more. 

We will further assume that our 
rows are 344 feet apart and that our 
hills are two feet apart in the row. 
THis is open planting, probably 
more open than is commonly prac- 
tised. 

At this rate of planting there will 
be 6,200 hills per acre, assuming 
nearly a perfect stand. With fs 
pounds per hill, we would have’a 
yield of 155 bushels per acre, a 
jyield worth striving for by the ma- 
jority of farmers. 

Now it may be that the hill with 
the three or four good tubers will 
not breed true, but the chances are 
that it will. The offspring of the 
hill is almost certain to produce a 
certain percentage of small] tubers, 
but we may count upon it that it 
will produce a lesser percentage of 
small tubers than the average hill. 

What a farmer should do at po- 
tato-digging time is to dig a fair- 
sized patch, leaving each hill by it- 
self. After the patch is dug he 
should carefully go over the patch 
and select out those hills that have 
few tubers of good size. 

The tubers from those hills 
should be sacked by themselves and 
laid away for seed for the year fol- 
lowing. If he is particular he may 
not be able to find more than ten 
hills to his liking. 

In the springtime these should be 
treated by themselves and planted 
in a separate patch. The second 
year’s product from the ten hills

Some fortunate persons are not 
susceptible, but most are poisoned 
if they come inte direct contact 
with the plant. 

The disorder causes discomfort 
always, and sometimes suffering. It 
shows itself within « few hours, 
with redness, heat, and irritation 
of the skin, swelling and the for- 
mation of small vesicles. These ve- 
sicles may occur in great numbers. 
Often many of them coalesce to 
form blisters, and they also break 
and exude a sticky, yellowish 
serum. It is this fluid that, by its 
escape, spreads thé disease to the 
adjacent skin, or to the face and 
other parts of the body. 

The swelling may be so consider- 
able as completely to close the eyes. 
As a rule, the acute symptoms con- 
tinue several days, at the end of 
which time the vesicles either dis- 
charge or crust over; and the awel- 
ling and redness slowly disappear. 
In this stage the itching may be in- 
tense, and is likely to provoke re- 
peated - scratching, which may in 
turn bring about eczema. 

The best way to treat ivy-poison- 
ing is simple. The inflamed skin 
should be copiously washed with 
lukewarm water and a soap that 
does not irritate. The parts affect- 
ed should then be bathed with a 
watery solution of permanganate of 

, a8 hot as can be borne. If 
the skin is broken, a one per cent. 
solution should,be used ; if the skia 
is not broken, however, the strength 
of the solution may be increased up 
to two or three per cent. Treat- 
ment should begin the instant symp- 
toms are observed. 

In mild cases, one treatment is 
enough. Occasionally the poison is 
more deeply seated, and the per- 
manganate must be applied for some 
time. In these cases, and in the 
extremely rare instances of syste- 
mic infection due to the entrance 
of the poison into the ciréulation, a 
physician must be called. 

The patient must avoid scratch- 
ing; of course. Bandages are un- 
desirable, because they tend to 
spread the poison over the sur- 
rounding skin. If any protector is 
needed, let it be a loosely applied 
dressing of absorbent cotton and 
gauze, changed frequently, and 
kept moist at all times with warm 
water containing a little bicarbon- 
ate of soda. 

Permanganate of potash discolors 
everything with which it comes into 
contact, and stains the skin a deep 
brown color, but that is a small 
price to pay for the relief it affords. 
The stain will wear off in a few days, 
or it can be removed by vigorous 
applications of soap and water. In 
the healing stages of the disorder 
soothing ointments may be used.— 
Youth’s Companion.

APPLES FOR INSOMNIA. 

People ought to know that the 
very best thing they can do is to 
eat apples just before retiring for 
the night. Persons uninitiated im 
the mysteries of the fruit are liable 
to throw up their hands in horror 
at the visions of dyspepsia which 
such a suggestion may summon up, 
but no harm can come even to a 
delicate system by the eating of ripe 
and juicy apples before going to 
bed.

French Fried Potatoes. — Wash 
and pare small potatoes, cut in 
eighths lengthwise and soak one 
hour in cold water.

Drain on plenty of crumbled brown 
paper, dust with salt and serve at 
once. 

Macedoine of Chops.—Four- Eng- 
lish chops, one tablespoon mush- 
rooms (if desired), one cup stock, 
one-quarter cup peas, one-quarter 
cup carrot balls, one tablespoon 
butter, one-half cup potato balls, 
two tablespoons flour, three button 
onions, salt and pepper to taste. 
Saute chops slightly in butter, re- 
move to low casserole, and flour 
to fat in frying pan. Gradually 
stir in stock, and add the onion, 
carrot and potato balls, which 
should be previously cooked in 
salted water. Stir in peas, add 
mushrooms and seasonings and pour 
over chops. Set in hot oven seven 
minutes. Serve from casserole. 

Lettuce Salad—Wash and drain 
lettuce leaves, dry to remove the 
water. Rub salad bow! with a clove 
or garlic. Sprinkle with oil, a few 
drops at a time, tossing gently af- 
ter each addition. When each leaf 
glistens with oil, shake over a few 
drops of vinegar, then dust with 
salt and pepper and a sprig or two 
of chopped chives, parsley and fresh 
tarragon, if convenient. 

Spanish Cream—Two sticks gela- 
tin or one teaspoon granulated ge- 
latin, one egg yolk, one tablespoon 
cold water, two tablespoons sugar, 
three tablespoons boiling water, 
few grains salt, two-thirds cup milk, 
one egg white, one-fourth teaspoon 
flavoring. Soften gelatin in cold 
water, add boiling water and dis- 
solve. Heat milk in a double boi- 
ler. Beat egg yolks, add sugar and 
salt, and add gradually the. hot 
milk. Return to double boiler and 
cook until it coats the spoon, stir- 
ring constantly. Add gelatin and 
flavoring and fold in egg whites. 
Pour into cold, wet molds to hard- 
en. Serve with soft custard or 
whipped cream. 

Asparagus Eggs, to Serve Six — 
Two cups rich milk or light cream, 
few grains pepper, two tablespoons 
pastry flour, one cup asparagus cut 
in inch lengths, two tablespoons 
butter, one-half teaspoon salt, six 
fresh eggs, two tablespoons grated 
Parmesan cheese. Make a sauce 
of the first five ingredients. Add 
asparagus and when hot slip in the 
eggs very gently and poach till set 
over hot water. Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper, grated cheese and serve on 
buttered toast. 

Pineapple Charlotte Russe, for 
Six—One cup of heavy cream, three 
tablespoons powdered sugar, one 
egg white, one-half teaspoon vanil- 
la or orange extract, one and one- 
half dozen ladyfingers, one and one- 
half cups rich cooked pineapple.

Put the tomatoes with the okra in- 
to a saucepan, add two cupfuls of 
boiling water, one level teaspoonful 
of salt, seasoning of pepper and one 
sliced onion, cover the saucepan, 
and simmer ve ntly _ for one 
hour. Wash and boil one cupful of 
rice, then drain and dry it well. 
When ready to serve, arrange the 
rice in pyramid on a hot piatter,- 
pour round the okra.

A QUAINT DUTCH CUSTOM. 


Boys Sing and Beat Droms on 
Floor of Exchange. 


Qf the many quaint and curious 
customs, traditions and privileges 
prevailing in Holland none is more 
extraordinary than a certain privi- 
lege that has been enjoyed by the 
boys of Amsterdam for nearly three 
hundred years. 

At a fixed time each summer 
these boys gather by the hundreds 
in the great square called the Dam, 
situated in the centre of the city. 
Each boy has a drum slung over his 
shoulder. ' 

Facing this square is the Stock 
Exchange, and, on the occasion in 
question, just as soon as the day's 
business is oyer, as many of the 
boys as can crowd into the build- 
ing. They proceed to. the floor of 
the exchange, where puteuant to 
this odd custom they are permitted 
to march about, singing and beat- 
ing upon their drums. 

The origin of this custom, it is 
said, is as follows: 

One afternoon in the year 1622 a 
crowd of boys playing in the Dam 
lost a ball in the canal that in those 
days skirted one side of the square. 
One of the lads, while climbing in 
among,the piles on which the build- 
ing stood, found insiead of his ball 
a boat moored in a dark corner and 
loaded with boxes of gunpowder. 
This showed clearly enough what 
was afterward ascertained with cer- 
tainty, the intention of thé Spanish 
conspirators to blow up the Stock 
Exchange whilé it was crowded, as 
it was every day, with the leading 
citizens of the city. 

The boy who stumbled upon the 
gunpowder at once hurried to the 
town authorities with his news. The 
boatload of explosives was quietly 
sunk in the canal and the Spanish 
plot thus frustrated.

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DETECTION OF IMPURITIES IN 
ARTICLES OF DIET. 


Fraudulent Milk Easily Detected— 
|" Margarine and Pure 
Butter. 


Some very simple tests for detect- 
ing a in ordinary food, 
tests which may be readily applied 
by the housewife herself, are des- 
eribed by the Scientific American, 
from which the following facta are 
taken : 


Take milk, for instance; there is 
no doubt but what the lacteal fluid 
is frequently watered, the city var- 
jety at any rate. The knitting 
needle teat will solve any doubts on 
this question. It is applied as fol- 
lows: A sample of the milk is set 
aside in'a small tube. S8tir the 
milk well and then take a thick, 
bright knitting needle. Plunge this 
to a depth of several inches into the 
milk and hold i steadily, slanting 
downward. If tha milk is rich the 


* fluid will slowly gather in a drop 


at the end of the needle and this 
will remain for rather\a long time. 
On r hand, supposing water 
haa been added the drop will hardly 
form at all, and even if it should 
it will not stay, but will quickly 
fall. Poorly fed cows on occasion 
will give milk which is so lacking 
in cream that it will not pass the 
test under mention. I¢ cannot, 
therefore, always be said that the 
milk has been fraudulently water- 


\ ed, although in any case where the 


result of the experiment shows a 
poor article it would be well to 
change one’s milkman. 
It ia idle to deny that there is a 
+ deal of ‘“‘butter’’ sold which, 
if it is not margarine, is an indif- 
ferent substitute of doubtful com- 
ition, Of course, pure margar- 
on made as it is from vegetable

oils, is at any time better than poor 
quality butter, although there is, 
of course, nothing like the genuine 
article, 


ON NUTRITIVE GROUNDS. 


Happily, it ia not a difficult mat- 
ter to distinguish between margar- 
ine and all other butter substances, 
and the pure article. The so-called 
‘Spoon’’ test has been commonly 
employed by analytical] chemists for 
a long while, and is very reliable. 
A sample of butter two or three 
times the size of a pea ia placed in 
a large spoon and heated over an 
aloohol burner, if this is not avail- 
able an ordinary lamp or gas burn- 
er will do as well. Good fresh but- 
ter will boil very quietly, producing 
a number of emall foamy bubbles. 
On the other hand, margarine and 
most examples of madeup butter 
will crackle and eplutter, making a 
noise very similar to that which is 
caueiéd by the placing of a green 
stick on a hot fire. 

Still another point of distinction 
ia to be noted if a portion of the 
sample be placed in a bottle and 
this is placed in water warm enough 
to melt the butter, If this is kept 
warm for half an hour the fat wil] 
either be cloudy or entirely clear. 
In the former case the material is 
certainly margarine, or, at any 
rate, not pure butter; in the latter 
instance, however, the article may 
be adjudged to be of a high stan- 
dard of purity and freshness. Some 
of the cleverly-made process-but- 
ters, which are on the market do 
not always give very definite re- 
sults, but a little study of the mat- 
ter will enable the experimenter to 
judge the extent of the adultera- 
tion of which he is the victim. 

ADULTERATED COFFEE: 


Of the commonly used breakfast 
bever there is little doubt that 
coffee is the most widely adulter- 
ated. Fortunately, again, there are 
some simple tests by means of 
which anyone may determine the 
character of the article which he 
buys. When the admixture of for- 
eign matter is carelessly done an

pearance, but the presence of adul-] 


terante which may take the form of 
ground peas, beans, or a host of 
other articles, is readily observed 
Chicory, which, of course, may 
have been openly employed, is re- 
cognized by ita dark and gummy 
grain; this is very harmful if it is 
present in large quantities. Fur- 
ther, nearly all the adulterants em- 
ployed present a shiny appearance, 
whereas coffee alwayg looks some- 
what dull. A more rapid way of 
testing any kind of ground coffee 
is to take a tumbler of water nearly 
full to the brim, and scatter about 
half a teaspoonful of the grains 
upon the surface of the liquid. 
Pure coffee contains a large amount 
of oil, and on this account the 
graing will float with a very few ex- 
ceptions, Practically all the adul- 
teranta in use will sink to the bot- 
tom of the tumbler. The presence 
of chicory in the sample is at once 
known by the almost instant color- 
ing of the water a deep brown 
shade. If the tinting is very in- 
tensé> chicory has been added to pn 
positively 
UNWHOLESOME EXTENT. 


There are perhaps no articles of 
food which are more commonly 
adulterated than jams and jellies. 
It is not an exaggeration to say 
that very little of the materia] sold 
of this nature is simply the fruit 
named on the label embodied with 
pure sugar. Most of the adulter- 
ants, such as those used for coloring 
and adding to the bulk of the jam. 
are fairly harmless, though nonc 
is, of course, desirable. Starch is 
@ very comon adulterant in jam, 
though, owing to the cloudy proper- 
ties which it would give to a clea: 
jelly, it cannot be used with much 
effect in this article. 

In the case of jam it is impossible 
to detect its presence without a 
small test. Dissolve a teaspoonfrl 
of jam in half a teacupful of hot 
water. Through a piece of muslir 
strain away arly solid matter which 
is left. Now add, drop by drop, a 
solution of potassium permanga- 
nate until the mixture is practically 
decolorized. In some cases of arti- 
ficially colored jams the decoloriza- 
tion may not be very complete, but 
this can hardly affect the final 
stages of the test. When the liquid 
has quite cooled down add a single 
drop of tincture of iodine, and if 
any &tarch is present the solution 
will turn a decided blue color.

bership for the vear under review 
was 5,022, being 903 in excess of the 
previous year’s net additions to the 
Order. The total membership at 
the end of 1911 was 83,126. 


In respect to the Insurance Fund, 
495 Death Claims were paid during 
the year, amounting to $500,570.68. 
When it is considered that in 1910 
three more Death Claims were paid, 
amounting to a slightly larger gross 
total than that paid in 1911, such 
a favorable showing reflects credit- 
ably on the physical selection 
made of business taken by the Or- 
der. After paying this sum of over 
half a million for Death Claims out 
of the Insurance Fund the Order 
was able to add the very substan- 
tial sum of $330,754.64 to its Insur- 
ance Fund on hand, being a larger 
addition to this Fund than that 
made in any previous year.
